PETITION TO ACCEPT AW UNINTENTIONALLY DELAYED CLAI M FOR PRIORITY 

Dear Sir: 

Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §120 and under 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a), the Applicants respectfully 
petition to accept an unintentionally delayed claim for priority to U.S. Patent Application Serial 
Numbers 10/091,096 and 09/640.785. The Applicants submit that the present application was 
filed on April 4, 2004 and properly claimed the benefit of U.S. Application Serial Number 
10/358,637 ("637"). A preliminary amendment to the '637 Application was timely filed on June 27, 
2003.

Method and 
Computer Program Product for Remote Vehicle Diagn ostics. Monitoring. Configuring 
and Reorogramming ' to Bromlev et al." 

Consequently, the Applicants submit that the present application is entitled 1o the claim for priority to 
U.S. Patent Application Serial Numbers 10/091,096 and 09/640,785. 

The Applicants submit that the preliminary amendment enclosed herewith provides the 
specific reference to the U.S. Patent Application Serial Numbers 10/091,096 and 09/640,785 as 
required by 35 U.S.C. §120 and 37 CFR §1.78(a).
